Reward offered for stolen infant

SELLERSVILLE, Pa. — A $22,000jeward Is being 
-offered for tht safe return of a newbom taken from~ 
his mother’s arms as she lay in a hospital bed. 

West ilockhlll Township, Police Chief Frederick, 
Crean said Sunday authorities have no concrete 
leads In the snatching of Philip Worthington. 

A reward for the boy’s safe return has reached 
$22,000 through, donations from Ihe-famlly, friends 
and the community, including one anonymous gift of 
$5,000, said the Rev. Mark Wimmer of St. Andrews 
Lutheran Churchj t he p arents’ pastor. 

- "This appeal Is to the person who look the child," 
Wimmer said at a news conference at Grand View 
Hospital as the boy's mother, Barbara Worthington, 
26, of Silverdaie, sat in a wheelchair and cried, her 
tearful husband. Neil, 27, at her side. 

"Please return baby-Phlllp to Ihls hospUal, Ibe- 
nearest medical facility or authorities who will be In 
a position to see that the baby Is returned to this 
localion." Wimmer said. 

The reward is for the baby's safe return to a medl*

The woman, who was wearing a white iab coat, 
claimed the baby needed an examination and walked 
off with him, said Bucks County District Attorney 
AlanM. Rubcnsteln. 

"This is the type of situation that outrages us all. 
We are working hard on this case and we will leave 
no stone unturned. But right now, we don't have a 
lot of stones to turn over," Rubenstein said. 

The baby had jaundice and "without care, it could 
be life-threatening,” Ms. Gehres said. . 

The Worthingtons have one other child, Elisha, 
age 16 months. -

morning lo 6-pound, 5-ounce Phillip, was talking with 
W.lmmerjvhen the woman walkedlnlo lheroam.
